TO 



Provide for the winding up of the Affairs of the 
Tralee Savings Bank. 

'"HEREAS certain Monies are now standing in the Books ; 
of the Commissioners for the Redaction of the National 
Debt to the Credit of the Trustees of the Tralee Savings 
Bank, and certain Monies, the Property of the said Savings Bank, are 
5 now in the Hands of Captain William Rowan, the Executor of the 
late Archdeacon Rowan, the late Treasurer of the said Savings Bank : 
And whereas the Barrister appointed to certify the Rules of Savings 
Banks did, in the Year One thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, 
under the Powers of the Acts relating to Savings Banks, make several 
10 Awards in Writing awarding to several Depositors in the said Savings 
Bank the respective Sums of Money therein respectively mentioned : 
And whereas, in consequence of there being at present no Trustees of 
the said Savings Bank, the said several herein-before mentioned Monies 
cannot be distributed amongst the Persons named in the said Awards, 
15 or their respective Representatives named, without the Assistance of 
Parliament : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

20 1. For the Purpose and to the Intent of distributing the Funds of 

the said Tralee Savings Bank among the Depositors named in the 
[Bill 231.] several 
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a subsisting 
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several Awards of the said Barrister, tire said Savings Bank shall be 
considered to be a subsisting Savings Bank, under the Provisions of 
the Acts relating to Savings Banks, in such and the same Manner as 
if the same had never been closed, so long and so far only as any 
Matters relating to the same remain unsettled, and 
of ■ 



. , shall be thergole Trustee thereof, and 

his Receipt alone tor all the said Monies of the said Savings Bank or 
any 1 art thereof shall be a sufficient Discharge to all Persons paying 
the same and from seeing to the Application thereof, or being 10 
answerable for the Misapplication thereof. 



2. The said Trustee herein-befere appointed shall not be in any 
Manner answerable or accountable for distributing the said Monies of 
the said Savings Bank, in pursuance and in accordance with the said 
Awards of the said Barrister, and may reimburse himself or pay and 11 
discharge out of the said Monies all Expenses incurred by him in 
canying this Act into execution, or in relation to or consequent upon 
his being such Trustee as aforesaid. 



3. 1 he said Trustee may exercise the Powers aud Authorities 
given to the Barrister for Savings Banks by Section Fifteen of the 20 
Act passed m the Session of Parliament holden in the Seventh and 
Eighth Years of Queen Victoria, Chapter Eighty-three, and the 
Penalties imposed by such Section shall apply to any false Evidence 
given before such Trustee. 
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
